The postage rate is to be 
12.cents for‘each pound. The agreement will become 
effective on March 1. 











Tue American Iron and Steel Association announc- 
es that the total production of pig iron in the United 
States last year was 15,936,018 gross long tons, against 
25,781,361 tons in 1907, and 22,992,380 tons in 1905. 
The output last year of bituminous coal and coke pig 
iron was 15,331,863 tons; of anthracite and mixed 
anthracite and coke pig iron, 355,009 tons; and of 
charcoal pig iron, 249,146 tons. Another classification 
for last year shows 7,216,976 tons of bessemer and 
low-phosphorus pig iron ; 4,010,144 to:s basic pig iron, 
including charcoal iron; and 152,018 tons of spieg- 
eleisen and ferromanganese. 








Tue following regarding a proposed change in 
the French Patent Law, which now provides for can- 
celling a patent not worked in France, is taken from 
London Commercial Intelligence : 

“The French Government, following the example of 
our own and other countries, has introduced a bill 
to amend the patent law of the country in order to in-

business is rushing past their stores? 
Perhaps you will say that it is purely a case of hard 
luck. In a very few instances it may be, but in the 
great majority of cases you will find that the com- 
plaining merchant is not making a bid for the trade. 
He may carry a good and complete stock but fail to 
acquaint the public of the fact. The way to do this 
is to exhibit the goods in the show windows provided 
for that purpose. This is the most economical method 
of advertising his business that the retail dealer has 
at his command. He may fill up his daily paper with 
good advertisements, but unless they are backed up by 
the right kind of window displays the results looked 
for will not be achieved. The right kind of displays 
are those which catch the eyes of persons passing 
along the street and induce them to pause and take a 
good look. When once their attention has been se- 
cured it is almost certain that they will come back and 
spend their money.

THE RECENT slump in the steel market has not af- 
fected the cost of production of stoves, and conse- 
Stoves Not quently will not affect the selling price 
Affected by of this commodity. The decline in the 


Steel market is not as far reaching as one 
Stump. might suppose from the exaggerated 


stories appearing in the daily press, and there is abso- 
lutely no indication that there will be a general reduc- 
tion in everything in the iron line, so that the buying 
vi stoves, ranges and furnaces shoyld continue with- 
out any misgivings as to the future. The prices of 
pig iron remain practically unchanged, and special 
grades of sheet steel as used by stove and furnace 
manufacturers have not felt the effect of the “open 
market.” It should be borne in mind that in the past 
iron has advanced and declined without any change 
in the price of stoves. Furthermore, the price of 
molding has been settled for this year. These facts 
should not suggest the idea that the price of stoves or 
furnaces will be held up regardless of the prevailing 
conditions, because, as a matter of fact, the present 
status of the iron and steel market does not really af- 
fect the cost of production of stoves one way or the 
other. When the cost of manufacture is constant the 
selling price must necessarily remain constant. The 
buying of stoves should therefore proceed without 
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any thought of an imaginary drop in the prices of the 
materials used in their manufacture, 








INTERNATIONAL peace is best preserved by satisfac- 
tory trade relationships. War means disaster even 
with victory. Large fleets of battleships

pa and great standing armies may have 
Peace their value in preserving harmony 


among nations, but the increase of com- 
mercial relationships with a foreign country and the 
weaving of an intricate net of international interests 
is a much better way to keep the peace. 

Such were the sentiments recently expressed to his 
American countrymen in Chicago by the Italian am- 
bassador. They are words of truth and soberness, 
They are supported by many illustrations in the his- 
tory of the United States. The clash of arms plays 

‘havoc with commercial interests. The men who will 
lose most usually are slowest in their advocacy of re- 
sort to war. That this feeling can be made a powerful 
factor in international peace was declared in striking 
sentences by the ambassador from Italy. Where sol- 
idarity of interest exists between representatives of 
the commerce of different nations the chances for ar- 
bitration of disturbing questions are far greater than 
thése for war. The conclusion follows that the more 

' genéral and ‘involved the lines of trade become the 

“less “danger there will be of armed conflict. 

From this point of view the consular agents of the 
‘United States are doing a splendid work in the in- 
terests of peace. The great manufacturing concerns 
‘of America which are reaching out to all parts of the 
world may prove more effective forces than the stead- 
ily developing fleet. Such agencies are friendly. They 
leave no bitterness for years to overcome. They work 
quietly, and every contract or new business connection 
is just one more element against war. 








“INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION is the positive corollary of 
the movement against child labor,” said Robert A. 
The Need V00ds in his talk on “Industrial Educa- 


of tion” at the Boston Young Men’s Chris- 
Industrial tian Union, recently. 
Training. “There is increased reason for the be- 


lief,” he continued, “that for the overwhelming ma- 
jority of children to go to work after leaving gram- 
mar school, the two years between 14 and 16 are prac- 
tically wasted, and those two years, while of little 
value for purposes of responsible initiative, are of 
great value for the reception of intelligent training. 
Although not sufficiently developed to enter upon an 
apprenticeship, with its lack of oversight and tendency 
to run in grooves, the boys of that age answer readily 
to a scheme of trade instruction that seeks to develop 
the boy rather than the marketable product. 

“Education ends with the grammar school for 80 to 
g5 per cent of our children, not only on account of the 
poverty of some of the parents, but to a considerable 
extent owing to the unreality of the secondary educa- 
tion now offered. 

“The present educational scheme accomplishes a 
marvelous work, as far as it goes, but it has little rela- 
tion to the latent capacities of the majority of the ris- 
ing generation ; it is as though one set out to make an 
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edged.tool, and did the forging, molding, tempering 
and polishing, but omitted to give an edge.”

The development of industrialism in Europe 
is holding her skilled men there, while the vast hordes 
of unskilled immigrants coming to this country, in a 
greater proportion than ever, is threatening to under- 
mine American wages and American standards of 
living. 

When it is realized that within two years after leav- 
ing an industrial school the boy will have earned more 
than sufficient to make up for the time spent in school, 
and, that with proper training the employe secures 
steadier work and rises to a higher level, working 
class sentiment against industrial education will ex- 
perience a marked change. Thoughtful trade union- 
ists will realize that a proper system of industrial edu- 
cation, instead of flooding the labor market, will give 
marked stimulus to economic enterprise and, by draw- 
ing out reserved capital, lead to the employment of a 
far larger number of skilled men than at present.

A Berlin attorne) 
who makes a specialty of American patent cases said 
to'a newspaper correspondent recently that heretofore 
the American owners of a German patent had been 
obliged to open a branch and begin the actual manu- 
facture of wares in Germany within three years. 

“It was often hard to meet these conditions,” con- 
tinued the attorney, “and I have known of cases 
wherein owing to the nature of the patented article 
literal compliance with the law was impossible. Man) 
firms have been forced to go into court and have been 
subjected to enormous trouble and expense to defend 
their patents. If this.restriction is removed there 
should be a big increase in the prosperity of Amer! 
can firms selling wares here.” 

At the Ministry of the Interior in Germany grea' 
satisfaction is felt regarding the agreement, which '- 
considered to be fresh evidence of German-America! 
friendliness. - It is expected that German manufac 
tures will find their advantage in the agreement in 
the fact that it removes the possibility of the Unite: 
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States applying retaliatory legislation along the lines 
of the German law.

PENKNIVES HELD NOT TOYS. 





In affirming a decision of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers, Judge Holt in the United States Circuit 
Court at New York, held that smal! pocket knives 
cannot be regarded for purposes of customs classifica- 
tion as “toys.” 

It was the contention of a New York firm that the 
collector erred in assessing the articles under the pro- 
vision for pen or pocket knives, with a tax of 40 per 
cent. Instead the importer maintained that the knives 
should be deemed “toys” and pay duty at 35 per cent. 
Judge Holt says the articles might more properly be 
assessed at 45 per cent as manufactures of metal, but 
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as that question was not before the court, he upholds 
the collector's assessment under the knife schedule. 
The judge says: 

“The evidence does not satisfy 


that it (the 


knife) is commercially known as a toy, or is,

of what is a toy. My opinion is that it would be more

a SECURE DATA ON HOT-WATER 
HEATING. 











This report was presented at the fourteenth annual 
meeting of the American Society of Heating and Ven- 
tilating Engineers, held in New York city in January, 
1908. It was corrected and presented for final discus- 
sion at the fifteenth annual meeting, held in New York 
on January 19, 20 and 21, 1909. The report is as fol-

DIRECT RADIATION, 


The best practice calls for the use of the heat unit as a 
basis for computing the amount of radiation required. 
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‘of the amount of heat given off per hour by one square foot 


of ordinary cast-iron radiation with the room at 70 degrees 
and the water at an average temperature of 170 degrees.

INDIRECT RADIATION.

Ordinarily the amount of indirect radiation required is 
computed by adding a percentage to the amount of direct 
radiation, and an addition of 50 per cent has been found 
sufficient in many cases; but in buildings where a standard of 
ventilatoin is to be maintained, the above formula seems more 
likely to give satisfactory results. Free area between the 
sections of radiation to allow passage of the required volume 
of air at the assumed velocity must be carefully maintained. 
The cold-air supply duct, on account of less frictional resist- 
ance, may ordinarily have 80 per cent of the area between 
the radiator sections.

BOILERS. 


Many boilers for residence heating are not rated satis- 
factorily in the catalogues. Among twelve familiar types the 
hot-water rating for the same grate surface varies from 2,800 
to 3,875 square feet. The amount of fire surface is not gen- 
erally published and information is difficult to obtain. It prob- 
ably varies 50 per cent among these same twelve types. _ 

Given proper combustion and sufficient length of fire 
travel to prevent excessive draft, the amount of heating 
surface is apparently not a prime factor, as boilers with large 
combustion chambers and comparativelv small heating surface 
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have surpassed the performances of other boilers of the 
same type and grate area with small combustion chambers 
and large heating surface. 

A restricted combustion chamber is kept at rather a low 
temperature by the proximity of the w:ter-cooled surfaces and 
the high temperature of good combustion is difficult to obtain. 
As a rule, the longer and higher the fire-box the better the 
combustion. Apparently 8,000 B. T. U. per lb. of coal is a 
conservative average estimate of the heat transmitted to the 
water in a well-designed boiler, after allowances for various 
causes commonly affecting the efficiencv have been made. 
Hard coal usually gives off more heat per pound than soft 
coal, but on account of the more rapid combustion of soft 
coal the final results of the two fuels about balance. Thus, 
if we divide the heat given off per hour by the radiation and 
piping by the effective value of the coal, we have an estimate 
of the pounds of coal that must be burned per hour. 

The grate surface to be provided depends on the rate 
of combustion, and this in turn depends on the attendance 
and draft, and on the size of the boiler. Small boilers are 
usually proportioned with a small amount of fire surface per 
unit of grate, and thus are adapted for intermittent attention 
and a slow rate of combustion. The larger the boiler, the 
more attention is given to it, and the more heatigg surface 
is provided per square foot of grate. The following rates of 
combustion are common for internally fired heating boilers:

PIPING. 


Too much cannot be said as to the importance of ream 
ing the piping for hot-water work. All piping and nipples 
should be reamed slightly larger than the inside diamet ;

states that. with one pipe overhead circulation he has never 
ome a radiator so large that 1%-inch connection would not 
supply it. 

The following hints from an engineer of wide experience 
may be of aid: 

- FEED MAINS. 

When the radiators are all on the same level, those 
branches -within 10 to 15 ft. of boiler are taken off the side 
of the main. When, however, there are any second- or third- 
floor radiators, with branches within 10 or 15 ft. of boiler, 
these branches are taken off the side of the main, and all 
first-floor branches are taken off at 45-degree angle. 

RETURN MAINS. 

All return branches run into side of main regardless of 
their length. All returns within 10 or 15 ft. of boiler run 
separately to bottom of boiler instead of joining main return, 
so as not unduly to heat the drop in the return main. 

Pitched fittings should be used instead of crooked threads 
at all connections between horizontal and vertical pipes.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Business in the hardware market was not so good 

during the past week, probably owing to the open 
condition of the steel market. Buying is not very 
brisk, and actual business transacted during the week 
was by no means as heavy as that of weeks previous 
to the flurry in steel. While the decline in the steel 
market has had little effect upon the prices of hard- 
ware, buyers, nevertheless, are inclined to maintain a 
conservative attitude. Stoves are maintained at the 
usual prices, for the steel slump has not affected, to 
any appreciable extent, the material used in the con- 
struction of this commodity. \ Notwithstanding the fact 
that an understanding has béen reached between the 
leading wire producers and oe mca manu fac- 
turers, whereby the prices of wite will be maintained, 
the buying of wire nails during the week was very 
light. There is very little doubt that the prices on 
this product will be maintained. The demand for cut 
nails is seasonably light and prices are being firmly 
held. 
The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.90 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $1.95 at the mill for full 
carloads and $2.05 at the mill for less than carloads. 
The base price of cut nails at the mill is $1.85 per keg. 
The jobbing price is $1.90 for full carloads at the 
mill, $2.00 for less than carloads at the mill and $2.30 
out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.08; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.13; $2.20 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ ‘car lots, $2.23; retailers’ car lots, $2.28, with 
3o cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98. 





TIN PLATE. 


No change has been made in tin plate prices, and 
there is more or less probability that none will be 
made.” The great bulk of the season’s requirements 
had been placed before the steel flurry and mills had 
been running steadily and making shipments. The 
American Can Company had announced its prices on 
cans for the season, so that the whole industry was 
thoroughly lined up. The tin plate manufacturers 
have stood together on old prices and the market re-

SHEETS. 

There has been quite a drop in the prices of black 
and galvanized sheets, amounting to from $3 to $4 
on the former and $4 to $5 on the latter. The inde 
pendent sheet manufacturers met at Pittsburg early in 
the week and announced these reductions, beside, 
cutting the price of corrugated roofing from $2 to $; 
The market is now apparently cleared of its indefinite 
ness, and as established by the independents it applic. 
strictly to specifications. Painted corrugated roofing 
had been nominally $1.75 a square and the market 
developed at around $1.55 a square, a reduction of 20 
cents or nearly $6 a net ton. Only a small amount of 
new business has been transacted in sheets since the 
declaration of the open market. 





COPPER. 


There was something of a speculative flurry in cop 
per last week, the London market showing a gain of 
£1 to £1 7s 6d, followed by a sympathetic rise on this 
side. The movement, however, was entirely. specula- 
tive, as actual business was still very light, though a 
large number of inquiries were in the market, and mod 
erate purchases were made. There does not appear 
to have been anything in the statistical or commer- 
cial situation to warrant a legitimate advance in cop- 
per, and the movement lost headway very quickly. 
Recent sales to domestic consumers appear to have 
been made at 12.70@12.75c for electrolytic and 127s 
@13c for Lake. There has been no further decline in 
sheet copper, the base price being 18c. Yellow metal 
is unchanged at 17¢ for dimensions, 15¢ for sheathing 
and sheathing nails, 16c for slating nails and 17c for 
keel and stem metal. All sizes of copper wire were 


‘reduced re per pound, March 1, to 14%4c pound. 


Sales of copper metal in the last few days have 
probably aggregated 100,000,000 Ibs., but only a smal! 
part of it has been taken by domestic concerns, the 
buying having been by foreign speculators, who will 
place the metal on sale again at advanced prices.

STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


The market for structural shapes and structural 
material of all kinds appears to be in a more settled 
condition than many other branches of the steel trade. 
Possibly this is due.to the fact that there had been a 
great deal of cutting in this direction prior to the an- 
nouncement of a reversal of policy by the Steel Corpor- 
ation, and that the new prices merely recognized open- 
ly what had previously been done secretly. The volume 
of new orders for structural steel placed in February 
amounted to fully 55,000 tons, which is better than at 
one time seemed possible, this indicating a healthy in- 
crease in business as soon as prices were placed on 
a reasonable basis. Of this about 30,000 tons were 
placed during the last week in the month. Since the 
first of the year the contracts placed have aggregated 
110,000 tons, showing that February has had slightly 
more than its share. The new price is about 1.30c 
for shapes and 1.40¢ for sheets, Pittsburg base, though 
both of these prices are being cut. Much lower prices 
are being talked and bids of 1.25c and higher are re- 
ported to have been turned down. 


PIG IRON. 


There is more weakness in the pig iron market, 
though more inquiry is noted from buyers, especially 
in New York and the West. New England is compar- 
atively quiet, though some radiator manufacturers in 
that section are reported to be in the market for about 
12,000 tons. The furnace men are not disposed to 
make concessions on foundry irons, though steel mak- 
ing irons have been sold recently at shaded prices. In 
the Alabama district second sales of No. 2 foundry 
iron are said to have been sold at $12@12.50 ton, 
but it is claimed that no regular furnace quotation is 
available at less than $12.50@r13 ton, f. o. b. Birming- 
ham. Virginia iron is quiet and nominally un- 
changed, and Pennsylvania iron is steady and un- 
changed,

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The week has been of small interest in the iron trade 
and inquiry and buying are quiet. There are so many ele- 
ments at work which are of interest to consumers of pig 
iron that the almost universal sentiment seems to be to wait 
a while and follow the trend of these affairs. 

“It is reported that in the last few days there has been 
an increase in the volume of new orders for fabricated and 
structural steel, but this is all that can be claimed. 

“Some concerns report practically nothing at all in the 
way of new business. Each day brings the possibility of bet- 
ter business for March nearer at hand as there are several 
good contracts pending which have been under negotiation 
and. which still are in the air. 

““Prices are somewhat easier, but there is no undue ef- 
fort on the part of sellers to influence an artificial buying 
movement by any radical price reductions of pig iron. It is 
highly probable that ‘should this waiting attitude manifest 
itself much longer, curtailment in product will be the result 
rather than sales below cost. 

“Coke is quiet, with production slightly off and shipments 
curtailed, consequent upon holding up of shipping instruc- 
tions by both furnaces and consumers. There have been 
some excellent sales of both furnace and foundry coke for 
extended delivery and prices are firm, but spot business is 
somewhat easier.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“There has not yet been time for the iron situation to 
settle itself. The declaration of the Stee) Company that it 
could no longer protect finished materials but would allow 
the natural laws of competition to take their course, was a tre- 
mendous jolt to the market. Undoubtedly it was for the best. 
The price of finished materials remained exactly where it was 
during boom days, and the price of raw material—pig iron 
in particylar—had gone down about 50 per cent. There was 
an incongruity in the situation that was absolutely ridiculous. 
No one with any high degree of business common sense was 
willing to buy finished materials under such conditions, and 
the reduction in price was logical and natural and it simply 
had to come. And undoubtedly it will presently start things 
to going again. 

“The particular immediate effect it has had on pig iron has 
been to very greatly stimulate inquiry. There has been more 
demand during the past week than for several months pre- 
viously, but apparently this has been for the sake of getting 
information in regard to prices. Yet the fact that consumers 
are inquiring as to what can be done is always a good sign. 

“But there is still another factor in the situation and that 
is the tariff. As everyone knows the tariff plays a very large 
part in the trade and that must be settled before we shall 
know exactly ‘where we are.’ Whatever is to be done 
should be done quickly, for being suspended between heaven 
and earth, as we are now, is about as bad a business as 
there can be.”
